Washington Jan 27 —There was an ib- 
teresting debate 1n the senate to day on a war 
claims but the cpeeches were much more 
moderate than those dehvercd in the hotse 
last week It was an ancient claim of War- 
reo Mitchell for $128 000 for cotton captur 
ed during the war This claim has occupied 
a great dca} of time in congress aad in

ren Mitchell presented him-selfand bis claim 
once more to the second session of the 44th 
congress, and,this time on an occasion when 
but five out of tbe nine members of the com 
mittee were present Those five agreed 
tbat the bill should be favorably reported, 
but the senate ordered lt recommiutted, and 
once more it fell This happened on the 24 
ot March, 1877, and for the most people this 
last faiture would have sufficed But War 
ren Muchelt was not discouraged LHe de- 
termiced to try the present congress and 
once more the “memorial of Warren dLitch 
ell, of Louisville Ky ,” was sent by apa- 
t Colsepate ton patient Committee on Clans, 
which on March 8, 1878, once more went 
over the “bole bistory of the case, and ouce 
more recommended that the senate sbould 
reject the claim but now Senator Harris 
brought 19 a bill, with a minority report,

We think not 
Whether the manigement of the Indians 
remains where it 12, or 18 delegated to the 
war department, the general aystem of re- 
form and improvement ehould continue, 
and among the most important things com 
mandiog immediate attention 13 to provide 
that the civil Jaw Of the United states be 
extended over all the Indians under the war 
depirtment management That public opin- 
yon had acquiesced in the assumpuon that 
the Indian3 were not an-ceptible of civiliza- 
uon, 1t 13 estimated that if all the fighting 
Todiang of the country could be got together 
they would not muster more than 15,000, 
and the idea of their ever concentrating for 
warlike purposes 18 simpli preposterous, be 
cause it 13 impossible Indian wari on a 
large scale are over, and we mav revsonably 
hope that that part of our nanonal history 
is in the past 

Ia reference to the sentiment of the 
Indiana on the subject the secretary of 
the interior made to the committee a 
statement givog views and votes of the 
virious tribes, which giyes an average 
vote of 16 to I agaist the transfer, 
nearly all tribes bang unanimously op- 
posed to the proponuon All the re 
gious denominations ım this country 
are absolutely opposed to the proposed 
change of management ‘Their opinions 
and behests deserve and should receive re- 
spectful consideration That we hive 
among the guarter of a million of Indiana 
some unruly tribes 1s 1 lamentable fact, and 
to this your committee would respectfully 
call the attention of congress We are of 
opinion that im such epecial cases the mh 
tary should have temporary contro} and that 
the president have power to place such who 
will agree thereto with the code of laws 
applicable to them, defining crime and 
providing judiciary, especially in what 1e 
known as the Indian territory Jn the 
opinion of the commnuttee such legislation 18 
in:peratively needed, and no time ought to 
be lost in making the necessary provisions 
therefor Men of integrity who are compe- 
tent to administer the affairs of an Indian 
agency succeesfully can in most cages com 
mand large salaries at less sacrifice. The 
salary should be large enough to employ 
honorable men with decided execunve 
abthty, and to entble them to take their 
familes with them to the agencies and to 
aunportthem, their pay ought to be more 
liberal and the tenure of office should be 
secure fer a term of years, provided 
the agent should prove worthy 

Laws proviaing for the punishment of 
wrong doers in this branch of the service 
ought to be exceedingly severe We are 
assured that this policy has been imaugura- 
ted, and that already good resulta are felt 
Aa the commissioner ot Indian affairs testte 
fies, there has not been a single defalcation 
under the present adnunistration ‘The 
commission believe the war department 15 
no More economical und eflicien. than the 
interior department in the purchase of sup- 
plies and their transportation We are of 
the optnion that the Indian bureau should 
bea distinct department with the chief a 
member of the president's cabinct ‘This 
will aid much in the solution of future com- 
pheations 10 Indian affairs ~The Indian 
should be protected in Ins rights to Jand, 
and a eafe guard ought to be thrown around 
him a0 as to prevent designing persons from 
filchiog bis homestead or inducing him to 
sell at for a trifling consideration He 
should not have the right to sell Ina land 
without the consent of the department, un- 
der 21 y cars 

Your committee can dueover not one 
good reason why the proposed change should 
be made They beleye that harm rather 
than good to the Inditn would result from 
the change and that no posamble advantage 
could result to the government from 1t 

The reportis accompamed by 1 bill au- 
thorizing the prezident to tranefer the cus- 
tody, control and management of any Indian 
tribes from the interior to the war depart- 
ment temporarily, whenever sm his jad z- 
ment he shall deem it advisable to do so, 
either on account of actual or apprehended 
hoatiliues of the Indians againat the United 
States, or in case of difficulties between auch 
Tadiaus and settlers 

The bill farther proposes to authorize the 
president to detar! any officers of the army 
to act as Indian agents or inspectora, or sn 
apy other capacity intbe Indian service 
and exerciaing the same powers and subject

ipstance one which Mr Wadsworth of Labe 
county reports, in Which a couple of men 
went lo & neighbor of his recently and told 
bun that they bad a chaite] mortgage on bis 
team which bud eapured and they mus! 
therefore foreclose t The owoer iwdig- 
nantly juformed tbem that he bad peyer 
given a mortgage on his team which jsa 
tuct, but the men produced a document all 
regularly made out and signed describing 
exactly the horses they clatmed They 
evinced a determination to take possession 
of them, and the owner could not prevent 
them They told him that if the matter was 
not all tight, he might come to Yankton on 
a certain day, and they would there turo 
them over to him tn case tbey failed to 
prove their clam The owner weot to 
Yankton on the day specified, but bas yet 
failed to get any word from the min or 
team He 13 still on the search and he gots 
prepared to execute upon the cunoing 
thicves a mortgage (which, being inter- 
preted, means a death pledge”) such aa 
wlll foreclose them instead of leaving them 
to foreclose it Other citizens north wcst of 
us have also becn victims o: this same sort 
of horse stealing practiced by these mea 

Of a wore orthodot variety of horse- 
stealing, was that ot which John Forde and 
another ciuzen of Sioux Falla were the 
victime at Tiylora ranch, twelve miles this 
ade of Rockport, Tuesday might of last 
week, by which each lost a span of mules 
The teama were hauling lumber to Rock- 
port for Wm Van Eps, and stopped at the 
ranch, and daring the night the four males 
and one horse were stolen by a gang of 
seven men A posse of ten men started 
from Rockport in pursuit, and when thev 
came in sight of the gang they felt too weak 
to attack them, and sent back to Rockport 
for reinforcements, securing si< more men, 
making sixteen in all These renewed He 
pursuit, and word was received at Rockport 
by courier last Sunday afternoon that the 
posse had come upon the gang again away 
out by the Missouri: river, and would pro- 
bably capture the thieves It 18 stated that 
during the chase, a couple of the pursuers 
unknowingly slept all night in a house with 
some of the puraued, the mules being at the 
time in the stable Mr forde contem 
plated organizing a pirty here to go out 
after the thieves, but gave up the project 
finally 

Itas more than likely that some ot these 
equine-gobblers wil] some of these times 
come to a very uncomfortable end—a rope’s 
end or the muzzle end of a revolver The 
citizens are becoming quite thoroughly 1m 
pregnated with the idca that this forced 
contribution of horse flesh to these maraud 
ersi3 altogether too numerous for either 
profit or pleasure and if they succeed in 
capturing some of the thieves an formal 
funeral without mourners will be appointed 
and there will be no postponement on ac- 
count of the weather or avyhing else,

election, and sit of them were voted 1n 
Charleston Fully 4,000 such tickets were 
in a package handed by witness to Senator 
Teller In coming to a conclusion with 
Bower to have printed tissue tickets they 
did so with the view of counteracting the 
democrats, so fhat when the democrata came, 
to taking the tickets out of the ballot box 
they could not discriminate between the two

The bill introduced by tbe council 
committee on education isa revision of 
the present school code with numerous 
amendments and additions It was pre 
pard by A W. Barber Jste super- 
intendent of Yankton county, at the 
requeat of the committees on education,

THE CIPHER BUSINESS. 


TILDEN BEFORE THE COMMITTEE 


New York, Feb § —At the meeting of the 
committee investigating the cipher dispatch 
es, Samuel J Tilden, unmediately upoan en- 
tering the room, was sworn by Mi Huston, 
the chairman, who eud, “Gov Tilden, we 
received your note evpreasing your willing- 
ness to testify 

Tilden—I have a bad cold, and can’t 
speak very loud {fn the publication and 
translations in New York papers I did not 
recognize a atngle dispatch, erther w cipher 
or translation, which I had ever seen 
nevec heard from them but 
once, aad that was a communication signed 
by Ottendurfer and others I was very busy 
all the time and did not undertake to cor- 
rect the adea that they were my personal 
agente ‘Lhey did not represent the demo- 
crauc party None of them, go far as I 
know, went to these states authorized to do 
anything that gentlemen might 
not do I never entered’ into any arrange- 
ments to purchase the vote of South Caro- 
hna or Florida I had no information or 
suspicion that any such commun cations 
were being carried on until I saw ihe 
dispatches pubhshed in the New York 
Tribune 1 bad vo knowiedge nor dealings 
witb anv parties to tbese negonations 1D 
any form whatever On the morning of 
November 20tb, 1876, Mrs Col Pelton 
mcuttooed in my presence that ber husband 
bad gone for the day ` 1 did not know that 
he hed gone or was going out of tbe city

EXEMPTION FROM DEBT 


Yankton, Feb 5th, 1879 —Editors Press 
& Dalctaian —I saw by your paper recent- 
ly that a certain eastern company who had 
outetanding collections to the amount of 
$100,000, offered to balance accounts and 
start afresh with our citizens, provided our 
legislature would enact laws that would 
enab'e creditors to collect bills or notes as 
am most of the states ofthe union One would 
suppose that thia firm had had bard luck 
in collecting, and guch statements must have 
a detrimeatal effect against the interests of 
the territory Our lawa as they stand to- 
da. provide for an almoat absolute exemp-

it would work a hardship to many deserv- 
ing poor, but such evcesstye exemptions 
are upjug toall, aod it Is the hope of a large 
number of our best and bonest citizens that 
the lawmay be amended somewhat, $500 
personal with the other c\emptions pamed 
18 certainly guflicient Such an amendment 
13 before the legislature and justice demanda 
that that ora similar bill be passed this

GENERAL COMMENTS. 

Council bill No 19, which was vetoed 
by Goy Howard, changed the justice code 
so as to give an accused person the right to 
a change of venue in a preliminary eram- 
ination The governor did not object to a 
provision of that kind, but based his oppo- 
sition to the bill upon the ground that in 
his opinion the legislature had amended the 
wrong law to effectits purpose In this 
opinion, the council, in which body the bill 
originated, disagreed with the governor

my purt {added a par of trouscrs to my 
outfit, hauled my bed outside and got acou- 
ple of bours’ rest Now, I think you want 
me to contess I was scarcd to death by the

YELLOW FEVER 


Sensitiony Reports Coming Into St Lonis 
from the South—The Plague of Last 
Summer again Fastened on the 
People 
St Ious Special nth 

S R Hewitt, of No 95, Maiden Lane, 
New York, arrived here to-day after r tour 
through the portions of the south said to be 
infected with yellow fever He confirma the 
reports of yellow fever prevatling in cer- 
tain sections In New Orleans there were 
several deaths during hisatay, and, in Vicke 
burg, ne witnessed the funerals of four peo- 
ple who had fallen victims to the dreadful 
tropical scourge. Me Hewitt 38 of opinion 
that the change of seasons has not thorough- 
ly eradicated the disease and that at wall 
show its siflron head again early ım the 
spring 

Physicnns in Missisaippi and Tennessee 
contend that the exhuming and the removal 
of bodies are the cauce of the reappearance 
of the disease, and that af steps are not 
taken by the authorities to stop this the 
fever will occur again with its old time ma- 
hgnancy The bodies removed are mostly 
those of the wealthy and respectable clase, 
who remained in the plague-strichen dig 
tricts to care for worldly poseessions while 
members of the family fled to the north and 
waited until they could return with safety 
Many of these victima were buried by the 
aide of the prupera in Potter's Fields, and 
the relatives have been waiung until the 
weather would permit of their removal for 
interment in the family gfiveyards 

The work of removal has been repulse 
and sickening,the bodies being 10 a parually 
decomposed stite, and in many instances the 
coffing reeking with the putrefaction within 
The removals are sometimes made at might, 
but the grave-diggers can be seen xt almost 
apy ume during tbe day engaged in this 
sbocking bistorss Removing bodies has 
grown to ben lucrative bugivess sinee the 
weather became a few degrees cooler As 
much as $20 are paid for taking upa pic- 
tim, and an uoderteher will sometimes wake 
three or four removals in one day The 
business 13 not confhiacd to undertakers, aud 
negroes can be found who will remove a 
body for a smaller consideration by balf 
Gaodertakers ta many tnstances preler not 
to contract for removals, and express their 
abhorrcoce of the business 

Vf tbe weather does vol grow colder soon 
sume measure ve iJ} have tu be adopted to 
stop removals nnd, asa matter of safety for 
the future, some steps should be taken 
Many mercbauts gays Mr Hewitt, are mak 
log no prepirations for the spring tradc, 
fearing saother visitation of the furer They 
desire to be tocumbered as Inte as possiole, 
and if the scourge does appear again with 
any coosiderabic virulence tt will bave the 
cffect of alnı st depopulating certain south

THE BLACK DEATH 


Something About the Past History of the 
Lerarble Rusman Plague 
St Lous Times Journal 

It seems now to be general'y understood 
that the terrible disease that 13 epreading 
over Russia is the genuine plague which 
Defoe and John Wilson immortalized in 
prose and verse ‘This dreadful disease— 
the Black Death—has at vinous perioda of 
the world’s history, both 3n ancient and 
modern umes, ravaged the world In 1665 
it prevailed in London to a degree that wia 
stmply horrible In June the deatha were 
500, in July, 4,129, 39 August, 20 046, in 
Septembers 20 230, in October, 14,373, in 
November, 3,449 and in December the mor 
tality was Jcs than 1,000 ‘Lhis would seem 
to indicate that cold weather acts as a check 
on the disease, yet the plague 13 unknown 
yn tropical countries Ta the year 1348— 
when Ldward ILI was on the throne—the 
phigve vated London It exhibited itself 
an inflammatory boils ind tumora of tne 
glands, iccompamed with buroing thirst 
bometumes 1offtmmation of the lungs and 
expectoration of blood or votmitngs, with 
discolorations of the shin and black spots, 
indicating putrid decomposition From 
thie ic was citled “Black Death” Dogs, 
cats and fowls were affected, and the cattle 
died of murrain In Florence, 60,000 peo 
ple died , in Venice, 100,000, in Maraarlles, 
in one month, 16,000, in Siena, 70,000, in 
Taris, 50,000 , at St Denis 14,000, in A vig- 
eon, GO 000, ın London, 100000 At that 
time supersution ran rampant = It was 
charged that the Jews had ponsoned the 
wells  I'welve thousand ot these vofortu- 
netes were massacred at Ments Tt wassup- 
posed that the disease commenced in the 
Kindom of Cathav, north of China in 1333, 
thence ıt spread to Constantinople, where it 
appeared in 1347, and in 1848, at Avignon, 
in the south of france, in northerly Italy, 
10 Spun and England Desprir seized every 
one, so frightful was the mortality The 
wealthy deeded their eatates to the church, 
while the poor died in the fielde The 
plague 13 the oldest of known diserses 
Jt was well known to the Greeh, 
Romans and inhabitints of Palestine In 
the year 1017 B C ait carried off 70,000 in 
Paleatne, and 452 B C it swept away half 
the population of Rome One hundred 
years later the death rite in Rome was 30 
000 Inthe year 126 B C 800,000 died of 
the plague tn Numidia, and 200,000 in Car 
thage From 255 to 250 B C it aprend all 
over the hnown world In A D 1005 hi- 
torians estimated that it hifled one-half the 
entire populauop of the then inhabited 
world Medical authorities do not agree 
concerning the ongin of the plague Some 
declare that 1t 13 propagated exclusively vy 
a pecuhar contagion, others adminy gats 
coolugions nature contend that it may be 
apontaneously engendered by endemic or 
epidemic forces Others reject the conta- 
gious view, and agsert that it originates ex- 
clusively in local ciues or cpidemi¢ In- 
tlences 

The disetse now prevailing in Rursia is 
attnded with alirming fatality Nearly 
all that are atticked die—olficial reports a ty 
ninety-five per ceut In the village of 
Vietllanka, out of 1 population of 1,700, not 
a sonl 38 Jeft Four hundred dead bodies 
were left unburied m the streets In Pris 
chile, out of a population of 830, 520 died 
niwoweehs The diecare 1dvancea through 
the country with great raqidity, apppearing 
simultaneously at diferent points ten miea 
from each other In four days it advanced 
thirty yerala toward Errotarerek The Rus- 
sian physicians deecribe the disease 13 com- 
menang with swellings in the groins the 
size of hen’a eggs, general indisposition and 
violent headaches which develop in a few 
hours Internal pains and violent vomit 
ings speedily ensue, and blach epota appear 
on the body, notably on the breast, forearm 
ind top of the bach In two hours after the 
blich spots appear, death invariably follows 
Such is the dreidful calamity now speeding 
through Rusa: in epite of military cordone

Gen Sheridan was asked by a Times 
reporter, yesterday, whether anv effort 
would be made by the troops stationed on 
the Dakota frontier to intercept the band of 
Indians seen a few days ago by a party of 
teamatera, near Pine Ridge agency The 
general said he had ordered General Terry 
commanding the department of Dakota, to 
send out a scouting party from Fort Keogh, 
which 18 at the junction of the Tongue river 
and Yellowstone He imagined, however, 
that the particular band referred to, would 
give Keogh a wide go-by, 1f as reported, 
they are really heading for her majesty’s
